Now what it needs | 
above all things ts a safe man—a man 
who can be trusted to keep things jogging 
along smoothly, to leave well enough 
alone and firmly resist all dangerous in- | 
novations.

There is a shortage this year of both 
American and home-grown apples. Last 
week the imported apples amounted to 
61,000 hundredweight, as against 10,000 
hundredweight for the same period last 
year. The Eng?ish apple grower, as com- 
pareg with his American competitor, en. 
joys the advantage of an earlier season, 
as thee American apples do not begin to 
arrive in large quantities much before 
October, and by that time the English 
grower, if wide awake, has had ample 
opportunities to dispose of his stock. Be- 
sides the whole policy of American ship- 
pers is opposed to dumping. They realize 
that that method would be disastrous to 
their own pockets. Instead of glutting 
the market by rushing their sunplus stock 
over here, as as their apples are 
gathered, through an exeellent system 
of cold storage they are able to continue 
shipments throughout the winter, thereby 
adjusting the supply to the demand: In 
addition to this they have established 
a cold-storage ware house at Southamp- 
ton, where they can Keep their apples, if 
necessary, until they can command satis- 
factory prices. 

“AS a matter

The Baptists have a theological] sem- 
inary, an academy, five boarding schools 
for girls and eight day schools, with a 
total attemdance of nearly !,000. The 
Hpiscopal church has also taken an im- 
portant part in educational work, while 
the Catholics (who were on the ground 
first) have over sixty seminaries, schools 
and orphanages, with an attendance of 
some 6,000. 

The Japanese g0vernment supports 
more than 25,000 primary schools, at- 
tended by more than 5,000,000 boys and 
girls; it supports more than 250 middle 
schools, with an attendance of nearly 
100,000. While less than 2 per cent of 
rimary students enter the middle 
school, mire than 10 per cent of the 
middle school students enter the highe 
colleges. 

Hungry for Education. 

Although the figures given above give 
some idea of the interest taken in educa- 
tion, they do not furnish an adequate 
conception of the enthusiasm with which 
a large number of these students pursue 
their studies. Nearly fifty young men 
called upon me or wrote to me asking 
to be taken to America that they migh* 
continue their studies. Many of the

Alex Stephens and Dr. Tucker 
great friends. The friendship was 
result of a peculiar coincidence. Mr. 
Stephens took the position in a news- 
paper afticle that religious liberty ‘n 
America was due to Romanism. Mr. 
Tucker took up the gauntlet and wrote 
a series of letters, showing that the 
Baptists were the pioneers in religizus 
liberty. He did this in such strong, 
terse brilliant manner that Mr. Stephens 
became greatly impressed and voluntar- 
ily sought him out, sincerely .compli- 
menting him for preseriting the subject 
matter in such manner as Mr. Stephens 
had never viewed it before. 

Although bitterly opposed to sesession. 
Dr. Tucker was very active during the 
four years the war in working for 
the benefit of the sick and wounded sol- 
diers. He formed the “Georgia Relief 
Hospital Assoaciation,’’ which corresp)nd- 
ed with the northern “Christian Com- 
mission,”’ which was so popular and 
did sO much good. bringing relief to 
thousands of sick and wounded. Fore- 
seeing tm prospects of a salt famine. 
he established extensive salt manufac- 
tories on the coast of Georgia, to the 
rellef of thousands of families, % 

When the war ended and Dr. Tucker 
returned to Atlanta. he was said to be 
one of the richest men in Atlanta. if 
not in the state. This happy state of 
affairs Dr. Tucker did not even dream 
of until abdut sixty days before the 
surrender. It happened in this way: 
Dr. Tucker's mother being a widow. 
married a northern gentleman who had 
considerable real estate in Germantown. 
a suburb of Philadelphia. When 
war was over, this property was trans- 
ferred to a son of her's who lived there. 
A couple of months before the surren- 
der, Dr. Tucker and his good mother 
being anxious to find out the state of 
affairs, sent through the lines, as a 
non-combatant, the doctor’s good wite.

ASHINGTON, February !7.—(Spe- 
W cial.)—Wiile every democratic 


senator voted against the ship | 
subsidy bill, there is one feature of that | 
measure a good many of them would have 
supported had it come to them as a sep- 


arate proposition. This is the provision 
for the establishment of new lines of 
American steamers to countries with 
which we now Wave no direct communt- 
cation through American lines—these to 
be established by the payment of extra 


compensation for carrying the mails. It 
was impossible to secure consideration of 
this feafure by itself, however. 


The subsidy bill contains three distinct 


propositions. One of these is for the cre- | 
ation of a maval reserve; another, which | 
is the meat in the cocoanut with the | 
straightout subsidy advocates, is the sub- | 
sidy to be paid upon cargo tornage to all | 
ships, those now existing as well as those | 
which may be built hereafter; and the 
third is this provision for new mail pay 


lines. 


Improvement Over Former Bills. 
In this principal provision, that for sub- 


sidies for cargo carriers, this year’s bill 
differs materially from its predecessors. 


The Frye-Grosvenor bill of the last con- 
gress was so worded that the prineipal 
benelts wo..!d accrue to the fast steamers 
of the already established lines, and un- 


der its provisions there would have been 


little incentive for increase in the numbtr 


of cargo carriers necessary to the devel- 


opment of the merchant marine. The ad- 


vocates of that bill talked much of the 
cargo carriers, but their bill was So dis- 


tinctly in favor of the fast liners, with 
its premium upon speed, that in the end 
it had to be abandoned. This year’s bill 
has been so framed as to overcome the 
objections of western republicans, most 
of whom gave it their support in the 
senate. 

The provision for mail subsidy has no 
relation to that for cargo subsidy, or 


subvention, as it is now called. The lines 
to be established under the mai] provis- | 
jon are not to receive the cargo pay in 
addition to The tiail pay.

These affidavits made under 
oath show that The Atlanta News is thriving and prospering, in spite 
of the litigation instituted against it by some of its stockholders on Jan- 
uary 18, and pushed vigorously by the enemies of the paper until Tuesday, 
February 13, on which date their litigation failed before Judge Pendle- 


ton, in the Fulton superior court. 

Contrary to the reckless assertions made by the former editor of 
The News to the effect that upon his retirement there “i > stam- 
pede of the subscribers and advertisers of The Atlanta and that 
everybody would in effect “take to the woods,” the fact is, that The News 
has steadily gained in circulation, both in Atlanta and outside of Atlanta, 
during the entire time of this litigation, and up to the present moment; 
and also that the advertising patronage of the paper has increased in 
volume and taxed the ordinary facilities of the paper to handle the same. 
These figures are from the records, and are sworn to by honorable men 
who are not interested in the recent controversy, but who state the actual 
facts on oath. ) 

These figures show that in the city of Atlanta the actual net in- 
crease of circulation of this paper from February 1 up to Monday, Feb- 
ruary 12, the date previous to the retirement of Colonel Graves, was 5— 
that is, during the first twelve days of February, while the litigation was 
pending in the courts, and while Colonel Graves was still the editor of 
The Atlanta News, this paper increased its city circulation to the num- 
ber of five subscribers. This is the net increase over the “stops.” 

They further show that since Monday, February 12, and up to and 
including Friday, February i6, only four days, the city circulation of The 
Atlanta News increased 29. These figures are significant in view of the 
fact that Colonel Graves announced his retirement in the most public 
manner, publishing it in all of the newspapers of the state on Tuesday, 
February 13. Since that time he has enlisted the advertising columns of 
various newspapers, further announcing his retirement from The Atianta 
News and appealing to his friends and the public to rally to his support 
as against this enterprise.

the time of General Sherman’s entrance 
into the city, and one of the very few 
houses which he left standing on his 
spectacular departtire. is very shorily 
to be torn down to make way for the 
improvements planned by the. rallroads 
in the vicinity of the proposed Washing- 
ton street viaduct. 

One by one the old landmarks that 
link the city with the past historic 
era are passing away, and many an vold 
citizen will give a sigh of sadness when 
the g~ctual work of tearing down beg'ns 
upon the old house. 

The house is a two-story brick. struc- 
ture, located on the southwest corner of 
Washingtcn street and Waverly Way, 
and in its day -.was considered one of 
Atlanta’s most palatial homes. 

James Calhoun Was Mayor. 

The mayor of Atlanta from 1862 to 
1865 was Hon. James M. Calhoun, one 
of the most prominent members. of the 
Atlanta bar, and a man of all round 
sterling character. 

He was the father of Judge W. L. Cal- 
huon, an ‘honored and respected con- 
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federate leader and citizen of Atlanta. 
When told by a representative of The 
Constitution that his father’s home was 
gooh to be torn down to make place for 
railroad improvements he said: 

“In 1852 my father removed to At- 
lanta, and purchased about half. the 
block on the west side of Washington 
street, opposite the St. Phillip's Episco- 
pal-church lot. At that time there was; 
no §treet where Waverlay place now igs. 
and the space ‘between the block .and@ 
the Georgia railroad -was unoccupied. 
having only a few of .the forest 
trees left theredn for — shade. Hav- 
ing removed. the old house _ there- 
from, which now stands in the same 
block fronting East Hunter street, in 
1859 he erected the two-story. brick 
structure which now stands on the t, 
and occupied. the same as a residence 


iL. C. Wells, with a few citizens, went 
out on the Marlfetta road, where the 
Turner's Ferry road crosses the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and surrendered 
the city to Genera] Sherman and askei 
protection for property of non-combat- 
ants, women and children. They first 
met Colonel John’ Coburn, and afterward 
General Henry W. Slocum and General 
Sherman. As the federal cavalry ad- 
vanced into the city and came up to the 
confederate cavalry, protecting Gener4al

Fine House In Its Day. 

“At the time of its building it was 
considered a very fine house especially 
as it had very large rooms. and was 
handsomely finished and decorated inside. 
Within its walls true southern hospi- 
tality of the old time ever prevailed, 
and during the dark days of the war 
between the states; from the fact that 
it was the home of the mayor, a true 
southern man, there was scarcely a. Jay 
or night that it was not visited either 
by gonfederate officers. civil officers or 
citizens, and many timeg wounded and 
sick soldiers were cared for therein. 

“On one occasion, during the war, Gen.- 
H. Morgan was in the city, 
and was given a reception and dinner 
by the mayor at his residence. at which 
other prominent confeder- 
ate officers and citizens. On the Ist 
day of September, 1864, General John MN. 
Hiood evacuated Atlanta, and on. the 
2d day of the same month, General Hen- 
ry W. Slocum, with the twentieth corps. 
took possessjon. 

“The mayor 
council, Hon. E.

“On the fourth day of the same month 
General Sherman: issued his famous cr- 
der that the city should be vacated by 
all except the armies of the Uvnitej 
States, which fell upon the ears of the 
inhabitants lfke a thunderbolt. 

An Appeal to Sherman. 

“On the lith of the same month Mayor 
Calhoun and Councilmen Rawson and 
Wells met in the law office of the maycr, 
on the same lot. and addressed a strong 
and touching appeal to General Sherman 
‘to reconsider his order, or modify it, 
and suffer the unfortunate people to re- 
main at home.’ This was refused by 
General Sherman, and in his letter of | 
response he used the famous words, | 
‘War is cruelty, and you cannot refine 
it.’ | 

“The mayor reso]ved to stand by his | 
people, and remained at this old house, | 
wherein a very laborious and heartrend- | 
ing work was done to make the removal 
of the citizens as comfortable as possi- 
ble under the circumstances. 


Mayor’s House Spared.

A guard ‘was placed 
at this building, and an old slave of my 
father’s who remained at the house, told 
me that a federal soldier, with lighted 
attempted to enter ‘for its te- 
and was ‘shot and killed by 
the guard. 

“After the close of the war General 
Salm Salm, known as Prince Salm Salm 
of the federal army, who was provost 
marshal stationed in this city, often 
visited the mayor, at his residenca cr 
office, about matters concerning the gov- 
ernment of the city. The old No. 2 
engine house, nearly opposite this resi- 
dence, was the military prison, and the 
old St. Phillip’s church was used by 
the federals as a storage room for quar- 
termaster and commissarv supplies. 

“After my father’s death it was sold 
at executor’s sale, and purchased by 
Governor Joseph E. Browy, who trans- 
ferred it to Dr. E. L. Connally, and was 
by him sold to: the _ ratlroad. In the 
progress of events it will soon be among 
the ‘things that were.’ This IL. regret; 
for the sweetest memories of my life are 
associated with the old home of my 
father and mother.’’

to continue for the full septennate; des- 
tined to be cut short by his resignation. 


'Grevy’s succession passed off quietly and

have known came to an inconclusive end 
today. 

Jeanne Weber, the middle-aged wife 
of a carter, was accused of the murder 
of her three young nieces. Bach child 
died in her arms, apperently from stran- 
guiation or convulsions, on different days 
last March—Georgette, aged 2, on March 
2; Suzanne, aged 3, on March 25, and 
Germaine, less than a year old, on March 
Si. 

Public opinion was against the prison- 
er, whom some of the papers had de- 
acribed even before the trial as the 
*“Ogress.”’ 

AH the accused woman’s own children, 
three in number, had died suddenly and 
mysteriously. Yet the doctors, both in 
these cases ang in those of the other 
children, found that death might be due 
to natural causes. The mothers of the 
‘“‘murde@red” girls declared that the 
“Ogress’”’ killed the children by pressing 
on thetr hearts with her hand, or, in one 
case, by throttling the child with the 
vibbon of its chemise. 

The mysterious death of the child Ger- 
maine, aged 10 months, was related. The 
parents had ielt the child with the pris- 
oner, and during the mother’s absence 
of an hour the child was taken with 
violent convulsions in its aunt’s atms. 
The grandmother, who resided on the 
floor welow, hearing the baby’s con- 
vulsive cry, ran upstairs and found the 
prisoner holding the little girl in her lap. 
The baby’s chest was moving convulsive- 
ly, and its eyes were starting elmost out 
of its head. The grandmother immediate- 
ly took the child in her arms, and it at 
once became quiet. 

The doctor who was called in deposed 
that the child's condition was due to 
convulsions, and though he saw marks 
on the neck ‘the attached no importance 
to them. When he left the child was bet- 
ter, and he was therefore astounded next 
day to discover thet she had died. An- 
other ‘witness testified ‘to seeing the 
prisoner pressing ter hand over the 
child's heart, and that she exclaimed that 
she was doing this to calm the Waby’'s 
nerves. 

Some curious evidence was given by 
prisoners sister in law, Mime. Charles 
Weber, who stated that she visited 
Weber, taking her little boy with her. 
The prisoner asked her to go out and buy 
a veil for her. She left her little boy 
with his aunt, and when she returned 
the child was in convulsidéns in his aunts 
arms. On taking the child to a hos- 
pital,

The jury, therefore, acquitted tne 
prisoner, who has been in prison for nine 
months awaiting trial.

Captain Everett was one of the noblest 
men of life.

His tender devotion to Mrs. Ever- 
who was never physically strong, 
great sympathy te had in all the 
affairs of his children, and the sweet 
disposition which he manifested to every 
one who entered his house were often 
commented upon.

The regular.meeting of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club on February /i2 was de- 
voted to a discussion between college 
f@omen and club women upon the subject 
ef united effort for the educational bet- 
ferment of the state. As February /2 1s 
Georgia day, the occasion and topic were 
f) entire accord. 

‘Mrs. Lindsay Johnson, chairman of| 
éducation of the Georgia federation, was | 
first introduced and gave an outline wd 
her work as she has planned for the! 
énsuing two years. 

Mrs. Ottley. chairman of the day, 
Announced that the especial guests of 
the day were the members of the Georgia 
branch of Southern Collegiate Alumnae. 
In behalf of this association, its presi- 
dent. Miss Lillian Tong Jones, then spoke 
as follows: 

‘We have come together to discuss one 
of the most important subjects in our 
modern life—the subject of education. 
And to perhaips devise some plan of co- 
operation between our associations tha* 
might lead to larger activities, or at 
least to more helpful methods in carty- 
ing on the campaign against ignorance 
in the state. 

“Tt fs unnecessary to state to this au- 
dience the advantages that accrue fo a) 
state ‘from an educated citizenship. It 
is unnecessary to enumerate the argu-, 
ments for the higher education of a, 
proportion of the citizens, and for at 
least a common school] education for the 
mass of the population, and that it {fs 
the duty of the state to provide the means 
of such education o swisely and so gen- 
erously that each individual, in spite of 
adverse conditions, may hecome the 
master of the rudiments of learning. Such | 
arguments have been made £0 
often and with such an _ invincible 
reasonableness that they are self- 
evident truths. It is likewise un- 
necessarq to point out the fact 
that in matters of education the ‘women 
of our communities extend much prac- 
tical ang active aid in the solving of | 
many of the problems that now con-| 
front the modern state educator.

1783. It reads, ‘Be it further enacted 
that on the application of any person 
or persons duly authorized by thetr r@e 
spective counties, his honor, the governor, 
shall be, and is hereby empowered to 
grant |,000 acres of vacant land for en- 
dowing free schools.’ 

“Another act in 1821 set aside $500,000 
of the state’s money, one-half to be used 
for the proposed support and the en- 
couragement of the poor; that is, the 
free schools: the other half for the per- 
manent endowment of the county acade- 
mies. But a later enactment that pros 
vided for the lending by county commis- 
sioners of the surplus left from these 
and other grants of money proves that 
the expenditure of these funds by the 
said county «ommissioners 'was neither 
extensive nor extravagant.
